Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session. 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
Ps the Clerk of the House the sum of 

300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) AIl applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shail 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peii- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
Same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the causes of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
10% inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

And whereas subsection (4) of section 
20 of the Municipal Act provides that, 
where it appears to the Minister of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs and Housing that a change 
of status of a municipality is desirable 
in the public interest, he may so recom- 
mend to the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, whereupon the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council may revoke the Letters 
Patent of the municipality and issue other 
Letters Patent in their place reincorporat- 
ing the municipality as a city, town, dis- 
trict, or village, as the case may be, with 
such change in status as recommended by 
the Minister: 

And whereas, pursuant to subsection 
(5) of section 20 of the said Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing recommended to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council that the status 
of The Corporation of the Village of 
Parksville be changed to a town munici- 
pality: 

And whereas on September 26, 1977, a 
copy of said recommendation was mailed 
to the Council of The Corporation of the 
Village of Parksville: 

And whereas by the Order of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council which 
approved the issue of these Letters Patent 
it was ordered that the Letters Patent of 
The Corporation of the Village of Parks- 
ville be revoked: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the mu- 
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nicipality of The Corporation of the 
Village of Parksville, as hereinafter de- 
scribed, shall, on, from, and after April 1, 
1978, be reincorporated as and be a town 
municipality under the name of the “Town 
of Parksville’ (hereinafter called the 
“municipality”) under and subject to the 
provisions of the Municipal Act, and any 
other statutes applicable specially to The 
Corporation of the Village of Parksville, 
and under and subject to the provisions 
of all other statutes applicable to a town 
municipality, and under and subject to 
the provisions hereinafter contained or 
referred to: 

1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name and style of the 
“Town of Parksville”. 

2. The municipality shall comprise all 
that tract of land, foreshore, and land 
covered by water hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the northwest corner of 
that part of Lot 29, Nanoose District, 
shown outlined in red on Plan 1993 on 
file in the Land Registry Office, Victoria, 
being the point on the high-water mark 
of Parksville Bay, Strait of Georgia, on 
the westerly shore thereof; thence south- 
erly along the westerly boundary of said 
part of Lot 29 shown outlined in red on 
Plan 1993 to a point which lies due east 
of the southeast corner of Lot 9 of Lot 
29, Registered Plan 22857; thence west 
to said corner; thence westerly, southerly, 
and easterly along the northerly, westerly, 
and southerly boundaries of the remainder 
of Lot F of Lot 29, Registered Plan 2400, 
to the northeast corner of that part of Lot 
87 shown outlined in red on Registered 
Plan 14729; thence southerly along the 
easterly boundary of said part of Lot 87 
shown outlined in red on Plan 14729 and 
the southerly prolongation thereof to the 
northerly boundary of Lot 1 of Lot 74, 
Registered Plan 2467; thence easterly and 
southerly along the northerly and easterly 
boundaries of said Lot 1 of Lot 74, Plan 
2467, to the northerly limit of the Island 
Highway as shown on Plan 814RW; 
thence in a general southeasterly direction 
along said northerly limit of the Island 
Highway as shown on Plan 814RW to the 
westerly boundary of Lot 70; thence south- 
erly along the westerly boundaries of 
Lot 70 and the 16.39-acre parcel (DD 
11448F) of Lot 127 to the northeast 
corner of Parcel B (DD 18290N) of Lot 
127; thence westerly along the northerly 
boundary of said Parcel B to the north- 
west corner thereof, being a point on the 
westerly boundary of said Lot 127; thence 
southerly along said westerly boundary 
of Lot 127 to the southwest corner there- 
of; thence westerly and southerly along 
the northerly and westerly boundaries of 
Lot 16 to the southwest corner thereof; 
thence easterly along the southerly bound- 
aries of Lots 16, 15, and 14 to the south- 
east corner of said Lot 14; thence north- 
erly along the easterly boundary of said 
Lot 14 to the northwest corner of Lot 3 
of Lot 13, Plan 2742; thence easterly 
along the northerly boundary of said Lot 
3 and continuing easterly along the south- 
erly boundary of Lot 1 of Lot 13, Plan 
2742, to the southeast corner of said 
Lot 1; thence easterly in a straight line to 
the southwest corner of Lot 4; thence east- 
erly, northerly, and westerly along the 
southerly, easterly, and northerly bound- 
aries of said Lot 4 to the northwest corner 
thereof; thence northerly along the east- 
erly boundary of Lot 13 to the northeast 
corner thereof; being a point on the east- 
erly high-water mark of Parksville Bay, 
Strait of Georgia; thence northwesterly 
on a straight line drawn between said 





northeast corner of Lot 13 and the south- 
east corner of Lot | of Lot 70, Registered 
Plan 2867, to a point 1,000 feet perpen- 
dicularly distant northeasterly from the 
high-water mark of Parksville Bay, on 
the westerly shore thereof; thence in a 
general northwesterly direction 1,000 feet 
perpendicularly distant from and parallel 
to said high-water mark of Parksville 
Bay, on the westerly shore thereof, to a 
point which lies 1,000 feet perpendicularly 
distant northeasterly from the northwest 
corner of that part of Lot 29 shown out- 
lined in red on Plan 1993; thence south- 
westerly in a straight line to said north- 
west corner of that part of Lot 29 shown 
outlined in red on Plan 1993, being point 
of commencement, and containing by ad- 
measurement 1,393.05 acres of land, more 
or less, and 315.25 acres of foreshore 
and land covered by water, more or less. 

3. The members of Council of The 
Corporation of the Village of Parksville 
as constituted for the year 1978 following 
the annual municipal election in the year 
1977 shall be the Council of the munici- 
pality, and the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the former The Corporation of the Village 
of Parksville shall be the Mayor and 
Aldermen respectively of the Council of 
the municipality. 

4. The list of electors as certified by 
the Court of Revision for The Corpora- 
tion of the Village of Parksville for the 
purpose of the annual municipal election 
held in the year 1977 shall for all pur- 
poses be the list of electors of the munici- 
pality, until a new list of electors is 
corrected, revised, and certified. 

5. The real property assessment roll 
prepared for The Corporation of the 
Village of Parksville for the 1978 taxation 
year shall be the real property assessment 
roll for said year for the municipality. 

6. All the assets, both real and per- 

sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever. 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity, apper- 
taining to The Corporation of the Village 
of Parksville shall from the effective date 
of these Letters Patent vest in and belong 
to the municipality. 
_ 7. Nothing in these Letters Patent shall 
impair or affect the rights of any creditor 
of The Corporation of the Village of 
Parksville as incorporated under the for- 
mer Letters Patent, and the municipality 
as Incorporated under these Letters Patent 
shall be liable for and subject to and 
shall pay, discharge, carry out, and per- 
form all the debts, liabilities, obligations, 
contracts, and duties of The Corporation 
of the Village of Parksville which are 
existing at the effective date hereof. 

8. Subject always to paragraphs 6 and 
7 to these Letters Patent, all the by- 
laws, regulations, rights, resolutions, and 
licences of whatsoever kind or descrip- 
tion passed, made, enacted, granted, or 
issued by the Council of The Corporation 
of the Village of Parksville in so far as 
they are within the powers of a town 
municipality, shall remain in full force 
and effect in and for the municipality 
until such time as they or any of them 
may be repealed or amended by the 
Council of the municipality.

And whereas subsection (2) of section 
766 of the Municipal Act provides, that, 
in addition to the functions conferred by 
this Act, a regional board has such func- 
tions as are provided by Letters Patent or 
supplementary Letters Patent, and for 
this purpose the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council may, on the recommendation of 
the Minister, provide in the Letters Patent 
or supplementary Letters Patent such 
further objects, powers, obligations, du- 
ties, limitations, and conditions in respect 
to any or all functions requested pursuant 
to this section: 

And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Capital Regional District has requested 
that it be granted the power to undertake 
the provision of a sanitary sewage col- 
lection and disposal system within the 
said Electoral Area of Saltspring Island: 

And whereas, under the authority of 
supplementary Letters Patent dated De- 
cember 28, 1967, as amended, the Capital 
Regional District has been granted the 
function of Division VII—Trunk Sewers 
and Sewage Disposal: 

And whereas, under the provisions of 
subsection (4c) of section 766 of the 
Municipal Act, the regional board re- 
quested by the affirmative vote of a 
majority of all the Directors having 
among them the majority of all the votes 
that it be granted the power to undertake 
the function of the provision of trunk 
sewers and sewage-disposal facilities with 
respect to any participating electoral area 
or that part thereof which could benefit 
from the said facilities without the assent 
of the electors: 

And whereas by supplementary Letters 
Patent dated February 12, 1971, the func- 
tion of Division VII—Trunk Sewers and 
Sewage Disposal was amended to provide 
for participation in the function without 
assent of the electors: 

And whereas, under the provisions of 
subsection (4d) of section 766 of the 
Municipal Act, the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council may by supplementary Letters 
Patent upon the request of the regional 
board amend the provisions of Letters 


Patent or supplementary Letters Patent 
granting the function of public housing, 
trunk sewers, or sewage-disposal facilities 
to provide for the participation of addi- 
tional member municipalities: 

And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Capital Regional District has requested 
that it be granted the power to undertake 
the provision of sanitary sewage collection 
and disposal within the Electoral Area of 
Saltspring Island: 

And whereas the provisions of section 
766 of the Municipal Act have been duly 
complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents We 
do order and proclaim that the following 
be added to the objects, powers, obliga- 
tions, duties, limitations, and conditions 
of the Capital Regional District: 

1. Paragraph numbered 1 of the func- 
tion of Division VII—Trunk Sewers and 
Sewage Disposal granted by supplemen- 
tary Letters Patent dated December 28, 
1967, as amended, be further amended by 
striking out the words “Saltspring Island” 
in the second and third lines and adding 
after the word “Division” the words “pro- 
viding that the function shall be exercised 
in the Electoral Area of Saltspring Island 
in accordance with the provisions as set 
out in paragraph numbered 17” so that 
the paragraph reads as follows: 


“1. All member municipalities except 
the Electoral Areas of Sooke and the 
Outer Gulf Islands participate in the 
function of the regional district provided 
by this Division providing that the func- 
tion shall be exercised in the Electoral 
Area of Saltspring Island in accordance 
with the provisions as set out in paragraph 
numbered 17.” 

2. The function of Division VIIJ— 
Trunk Sewers and Sewage Disposal as 
granted by supplementary Letters Patent 
dated December 28, 1967, as amended, 
is further amended by adding the follow- 
ing as paragraph 17: 

“17. The Capital Regional District may, 
without the assent of the electors, design, 
install, operate, maintain, renew, and ad- 
minister sewage collection and disposal 
facilities in a part or portions of the 
Electoral Area of Saltspring Island that 
may be defined by by-law of the Capital 
Regional Board subject to the conditions 
hereinafter provided: 

(a) the regional board may, in exer- 
cising the authority provided for 
in this paragraph, by by-law, a 
copy of which shall be deposited 
in the Office of the Inspector of 
Municipalities define the part or 
portions of the Electoral Area of 
Saltspring Island benefitting from 
or to benefit from the sewage col- 
lection and disposal facilities; 
for the purpose of the sewage col- 
lection and disposal facilities pro- 
vided for by this paragraph the 
regional board may, by by-law. 
establish and impose charges and/ 
or frontage taxes or parcel taxes 
for the use thereof in the manner 
provided for in the Municipal Act; 
(c) any deficiency in the annual cost 

attributable to the sewage collec- 
tion and disposal facilities provided 
pursuant to this paragraph that is 
not recovered by charges and/or 
frontage taxes or parcel taxes shall 
be assessed and levied on land and 
improvements within the part or 
portions of the Electoral Area of 
Saltspring Island defined by by- 
law as aforesaid, on the basis pro- 
vided under subsection (4) of sec- 
tion 784 of the Municipal Act and

(5), and (6) of section 784 shall 
apply mutatis mutandis; 
the aggregate debt other than tem- 
porary current borrowings which 
may be incurred by the regional 
district for the service provided 
pursuant to this paragraph shall 
not exceed the sum of $2,700,000.”
